London, Oct. 3—(10.25 a.m.)—Though the German right is less than 50 
miles from the Belgian frontier, never since the outbreak of the war apparently 
have the people of Great Britain been more reconciled to the idea that the strug- 
gle yet to come will be long and terrible.

has given out the following official com- 


munication: 
“The Russian troops have continued 


to repulse the enemy In the boundary 


and of the governments of Suwalki and 
Lomza. The engagement has been very 
flerce west of Symno.. 

“The German troops that were at- 
tacking Ossowetz are retreating hasti- 
ly to the north. Considerable forces of 
the enemy of’ which the bulk arrive 
from the west are concentrating in the 
districts west of the governments of 
Piotrokow and Kielce. 

“The Russian cavalry and vanguard 
are reconnoitering energetically through 
all that region, impeding, through vig- 
orous attacks, the movements of the 
enemy, The Germans always endeavor 
to use the highways in Russian terri- 
tory because the other roads, being 
rough, paralyze their artillery trains, 

“An attack by Russian cavalry 
against the German vanguard in front 
of Andrew, and marching on Kielce, 
was crowned with great success. The 
German infantry was caught unawares 
and !s retreating in disorder pursued 
by the Russian cavalry. 

“The bombardment of Ossowetz did 
damage to only a few private dwellings 
and a few telephone lines, as the gar- 
rison was sheltered by Numerous con- 
cealed walls. 

“The offensive by the Russlan troops 
marching through the forest of Aug.s- 
towo was not covered by the artillery. 
South of Augustowo hand to hand en- 
gagement took place, 

“Tt was particularly fierce in the 
semi-circle between the Blalobrozeg 
bain, which was crossed by a Russian 
column, and the Augustowo canal near 
the Borki basin. The issue if this en- 
gagement was decided by an attack 
from Augustowo, 

“Northwest of the forest of Augusto- 
wo the Russians were compelled to at- 
tack the rear guard of the Germans 
through numerous defiles and in forti- 
fied positions, where the Russians re- 
celved great help from its heavy artil- 
lery which caused great losses to the 
enemy who were dislodged from the 
entrenchments and retired under our 
fire. 

“The battle is proceeding over an ex- 
tensive front. The Germans occupying 
positions near Mariampol and south of 
St. Shutshin. 

“In the vicinity of Wresoucs the 
ground is very rough, making it diffi- 
cult for the troops to keep their bat- 
tle Hine. This has resulted in a series 
of individual engagements.

OBSTINATE DEFENCE IS 
CAUSE OF BIG LOSSES 


Nearly Thousand Guns in Act- 
on but Rifle Fire Almost 
Drownds Noise, 


T.ondon, Oct. 3.—"No news could be 
more auspicious for the Russian plans," 
says the Petrograd correspondent of the 
Times, "than the news now received 
that the enemy is advancing in force 
from Silesia. It was feared that, 
having entrenched in the line from 
Kalisz and Czenstochowa, he would 
awalt an attack but it is now expected 
that the main blow of the Germans will 
be directed toward the upper reaches 


of the Vistula, 

“The plans of the Germans and Duke 
Nicholas the Russian commander are 
not known, but it may be surmised 
that the Russians will take full advan- 
tage of the splendid defensive Nine of 
the Vistula. For the complete over- 
throw of the invaders it is essential 
that they should advance as far as 
possible from their base of operations, 
especially at this season when the roads 
are practically impassable, 

“The fighting at Uzow was so fierce 
that there was no time to bring up 
ammunition. Nearly 1000 guns were 
in action but the rifle fire was so 
strong at times it seemed to drown the 
artillery, ‘ 

“The Austrians’ obstinate defence of 
the pass caused them fearful losses. 
Entire companies were wiped out by 
the Russian fire and piles of Austrian 
bodies choked the trenches, many being 
interlocked in the death struggle with 
the bayonet.”

break they become Inactive,

BY GERMANS CHECKED 


AND GAINS ARE MA 


Enemy Has Renewed Fierce Attacks at Tracy Le Mon in Hope of 


E 


Gaining a Decisive Victory—Falling Back by a Detachment of 
French on the Left is Admitted by Paris—Indian Reinforcements 


Thought to be Already on Job. 


Paris, Oct. 3.—After having tried in 
vain recently In the north of France to 
break at Tracy Le Mont and then at 
Roye, the strong line of the allies, the 
Germans have renewed their fierce at- 
tacks between the latter city and the 
region of Arras. Their latest efforts 
{in which they have been hurling their 
forces against the French and English 
in trying to gain a decisive victory, 
have had no better results, 

The French in an official statement, 
frankly admit a falling back at the 
left of one of their detachments. On 
the other hand, the allies have not only 
successfully opposed the terrific on- 
slaughts of the enemy at other points, 
but have made gains as well, 

The allies continue to pour in thelr 
troops at points where they are needed 
to replace those worn out by the hard 
fighting or in filling gaps of the ranks, 
It Is assumed that England's native 
troops, whose arrival at Marseilies jast 
week has only just been announced, are 
either at the front or in its Icinity. They 
have greatly strengthened the Irench 
line, which, it is roughly estimated, 
now numbers 750,000 men. 

Lieut, Col. Rousset, the military critic 
of the Petit Parisien in reviewing the 
situation says: 

“It is now on our left that the battle 
takes on the most Imposing propor- 
tions. When one considers that after 
hardly a month of fighting the enemy 
was nearly at the gates of Parts, it can 
be seen Instantly how much they have 


gained on the Germans who counted on 
crushing us, 

“The enemy has brought up its right 
large forces, hoping to break our de- 
fensive, and at the same time {t re- 
turns to atlempt the passage of tlio 
Meuse. It is making thus a visible 
effort on two wings and at the same 
time guarding on the rest of the front 
in expectant attitude.” 

The troops in the trenches are suffer- 
ing severely in the chilly nights and 
consequently a number of british sup- 
ply officers have visited Paris and hayoe 
purchased all of the available supply 
of warm clothing, furs, comforters and 
sweaters, Each man in the field has 
has been supplied with a blanket, a 
waterproof shell and an overcoat, but 
the districts where the fighting is pro- 
ceeding are subjected to thick mists, 
making a long Sojourn in the open air 
unendurable.

THE INSULT WHICH PLACES 
BERNSDORF OUT OF COURT. 

Not much is being heard lately from Count Von Bernsdorf and 
his “news’’ department, and this flank movement of the Germans 
to capture United States public opinion seems to have relaxed into 
what the Berlin accounts would call a gradual retiral. 5 

Quite possibly the count has discovered that in a country with 
a free press, in which the publication of anything and everything in 
ihe nature of an argument is permitted, the ‘‘fixed” horse has no 
great chance in the grand free for all. : ; SS 

In the psychology of public opinion there is something which 
those outside the newspaper profession seldom quite understand and 
which Bernsdorf, by virtue of his bureaucratic environment, is abso- 
lutely disqualified from ever being able to understand. The thing is 
by no means easy to express, but Abe Lincoln caught a glimpse of it 
when he emitted his famous gem that you can fool some of the people 
all the time, all of them some of the time, but not all of them all the 
time. 


The fact is that the publicist who deliberately sets out from a 
specious premise to make public opinion is as. certain to fail as New- 
ton’s apple was to fall to the ground. In a free country, where the 
press is untrammelled, where everyone possessed of a genuine thought 
finds no difficulty in getting it expressed, the man who attempts to 
convince the public of something which has no proper foundation ot 
truth, or which ignores the truth at its foundation, is a marked man 
from the issuance of his first line, The public knows—it does not 
know just how it knows, but it nevertheless knows—as it reads the 
cleverest and most beautifully-bedecked compilation of persuasive- 
ness exactly the estimate which the author has placed upon the intel- 
ligence of his readers. If he attempts to fool them by ghost-dancing 
around the real issue, by placing himself in a hypocritical position or 
by dragging in irrelevant flings at his adversaries the overwhelming 
majority of omnivorous readers will sense that weakness at once. 
They may not disintegrate the argument or take the time to dissect 
he fabrié of rhetoric to discover wherein its weakness lies but they 
do perceive it—instantly. ; an 
The fact is that made-to-order public opinion cannot be bought 
hy the thousand circulation nor can it be manufactured at a price per 
line. There are many instances in this country and in United States 
where special interests, not understanding the psychology of public 
opinion, have attempted to put forward some fancy argument in their 
behalf only to discover, after having squandered untold fortunes in 
the foolish belief that they were fooling the public, that the public 
has been onto them all the time—bigger than a house. 
The explanation is that writing is a collaboration. It takes two 
to make the argument good—a writer and a reader. The writer 
who attempts to exclude his reader from his confidence, or who 
refuses to place both himself and the reader in their proper relative 
position at the commencement, has no chance. ~ tees 
That there can be two conclusions from the same premise 1s, of 
course, a horse of an entirely different color. For instance, the entire 
continent is divided just about fifty-fifty on the question of the 
tariff, which is a reasonable and understandable difference of opinion. 
Yet the writer who prefaced an argument upon the tariff with a 
presumption that there was no such thing as the tariff would 
be recognized by every reader as having insulted his intelligence. 
It is something like this that happened to Bernsdorf. He set 
out in a democratic country to convince it that the actions of a des- 
potism were such as should commend themselves to a democracy. 
To do so, he attempted to place himself on a plane of easy 
familiarity with the people of United States. Any news- 
paper man could have pointed at once to the hopeless- 
ess of what Bernsdorf was attempting when he presumed to 
address the United States upon terms of equality. The triumph of 
democracy is that the king could not get into the hod carriers’ union 
without first ceasing to be a king and establishing his title to be 
counted a hodearrier.  Bernsdorf, being a bureaucrat, was incap- 
able of appreciating the subtle fact that his patronizing guise of plain- 
citizen familiarity was an insult which would have placed him out of 
court in any democratic country in the world. 
Dutch” was in the fact of the existence of the despotism which he 
was attempting to defend. He could not dodge this fact. The des- 
potism had an existence of which everyone of the hundred million 
in United States whom he was trying to convince were absolutely 
certain. He could not banish it from the consideration of the case, 
even though he refused to mention it. Bernsdorf arrived at the 
place where he must justify the existence of this despotism and 
when he failed to even attempt it, all the rest of what he  pub- 
lished was simply a waste of white paper. oe 
Bernsdorf might have had some difficulty in convincing any 
great percentage of the democratic people of United States that a 
despotism is right and justifiable. But had he taken this ground, 
had he frankly admitted himself a bureaucrat and a thorough be- 
liever in divine monarchy, he would at least have placed himself in 
an honest position entitling him to courteous hearing and he would 
have founded his argument upon the only ground on which it had 
a chance to stand firmly. Thus, he might have convinced some. As

and often have to ride only six blocks, 
namely, to Kirkness — street. Well, 
surely to goodness, if I have to walk 
to Henry street before I get a car, 
I might as well walk the other five 
blocks, By doing same I am saving 
five cents and showing the new sched- 
ule maker how little he knows as: to 
what pays and what does not pay in 
operating a street car line, If a corpora- 
tion owned the Edmonton Radial rali- 
Way and,gave the public and the ciiy 
the same dirt as we are getting now 
from the city, the city in the first 
place would never stand for it. In tne 
second place there would be on upris- 
ing and boycotting among the resi- 
dents of the city. Why should the city 
try to discriminate one particular 
Street. Take for instance Otter street, 
where there is one of the best business 
blocks on Alberta avenue, and the 
whole block is well settled with fine 


stores, restaurants and real estate 


offices on both sides of Alberta avenue, 
between Otter and Fox, and the car 
stops on Henry where there is only one 
shack between Henry and Otter. Not 
that the residents of Henry street are 
not entitled to the same consideration, 
but I am just showing the ridiculous 
part of the matter which must be 
changed at once. 

This is a public utility and the public 
is paying the men at the head of it. 
Therefore, the public has a right to 
demand equal rights to all. If we can- 
not get it from the few who think 
they know it.all, who cannot be made 
to do what is right, they have another 
think coming. I have spoken to a 
great number of the residents on the 
north and south sides of Alberta 
avenue on Otter street and they all 
agree to walt for the car on the corner 
of Otter street and if the car does 
not stop, we walk.

With the fate of Europe in the bal- 
ance, that continent is naturally the| 
freat center of interest, and Canadians | 
may forget that peaceful developments } 
of no little importance are afoot In 
their own country.

_ HOME DEFENCE | 


—— 


(By An Officer of the 101st) 

1. The active militia is the home de- 
fence force of Canada. /There is no 
other, there is no need of any other and 
no other has been, is now, or ever will 
be recognized. 

2. Every British born or naturalized 
citizen of Canada who is physically fit, 
and between the ages of 18 and 65, is 
a member of the militia and liable to be 
called to serve as such in time of need. 
It is left to him to take advantage of 
means supplied to fit himself for his 
duties. 


3. The active militia regiments sta- 
tioned throughout the dominion are the 
only means of giving the necessary tIn- 
structions to all concerned. 

4. These regiments are the only rec- 
ognized means of doing these things. 

5. Membership in these regiments 
means that the members are prepared 
to learn how to repel the invader or to 
maintaTh peace within the boundaries 
of the dominion. 

6. The militia department is the only 
authority for the raising of regiments 
for foreign service. 

7, Membership in the active militia 
does not imply any necessity to join 
any regiment raise dfor foreign service,
